Dear Sir: I want to call to your at 


tention Public

equalization in May. From these the 
board ascertains tbo average rate ol 
taxation in the state for the purpose of 
taxing the railroads, telegraph and tele 
phone lines, etc. (Chapl. (H.) Itn de 
oision goes to the state treatmrer in bop 
tezuber. No inventory has as yet been 
returned from Portsmouth. Should we j 
fail to receive one, there might be a 
question us to the legality of any tax 
against railroads, etc. From the rail 
road 
tax last year, Portsmouth re 


coived 822,691 more than it paid to 
the state iu taxes. It is worthy of thu 
cousideratiou of your city goveiDment 
whether it wishes to imperil receiving a 
similar sum this year by reason of fail 
ing in returning the inventory required 
by law. It is very essential that such 
inventory is in the lwndn of the secre 
Ury of state at once.

AGAIN COLUMBIA WINS. 


Cleanly Outsails the Constitu- 


tion In Light Winds. 


NEW SAIL IB PARTLY BLAMED, 


But Tbat Doeu Not Explain Away So 


UecUlve a Defeat—Yachtumen All 
at Sou Rennrdljijj tlie Selection ot 
a Cup Defender, 
Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 23.—The Co- 


lumbia gave the Constitution a good 
sound beating twice around the Sea- 
wanhaka triaiigular course. On correct- 
ed time the old defender won by 2m. 5s. 
and on elapsed time by 1m. 89s. 


But the ngures do not represent the 


decisiveness of the Columbia's victory, 
tor as a matter of fact she beat the new 
boat twice. The tirst time around the 
triangle of 14% miles the Columbia 
gained over five minutes. Then a sniff 
of wind on the short leg across the 
sound put the Constitution upon even 
terms, when a new race was practical- 
ly started, the breeze now coming true 
again. This time the Columbia gained 
over a minute and a half.. It was a day 
of ttuky sound breezes, but if either 
boat got any advantage from the fre- 
quent changes in the wind it was the 
Constitution. It was at no time a white 
cap bieesse, and the sea was smooth, 
conditions which have heretofore al- 
ways faxored the Constitution. 


The new boat did not seem to have 


auy of the speed she has show u in light 
ans. She was sluggish on the starting 
line, and. although the two yachts cross- 
ed almost at the same minute, with a 
oue guu start, the Columbia romped oft 
aud took a lead of an eighth of a mile 
while the Constitution was giUheung 
way. 


Wild TryliiK >«v» Sail. 


The Constitution was trying a new 


mainsail, and it set very badly dining 
the tirst round, but it kept getting bet 
tor and better and for the.- last 15 miles 
of the course was drawing veiy well 
Then, too. the club topsail was almost 
useless In the windward work The club 
was badly bout, and the canvas did lit 
tie work when the Constitution was 
close hauled. But all this does not ac- 
count for her defeat, th eu. on the last 
leg of the race, In a close reach for the 
home mark, while both boats had ex- 
actly the same wind and tho Constitu- 
tion's sails were apparently drawing 
for all they were worth, the Columbia 
added over a minute to her lead With 
the international contest less than a 
month aw ay, ye.sterdaj's race reopens 
the whole cup defender propositions, 
aud yachtsmen are guessing agalu 


Captain Duncan said that lit' had no 


explanations to make for the defeat uf 
the Constitution, except that tlie club 
of the big topsail bout up MO much that 
the sail was almos1-. useless. The new 
niaiusall, he thought, when thoroughly 
stretched, would prove much better 
than the old. The two boats will start 
again over the same course ou Satur- 
day. This will be their last race before 
the trials at Newport.

er. At the hotel counter and the*bankj 
desk penholders are handled bytthou- 
Bands iu thc course of a few days, and 
of this number some may and do have 
skin diseases at least which may be 
contagious and arc thus transferable to 
others. It would not be a great tax 
upon the. larger establishments at least 
to have cheap penholders In such quan- 
tity that eat'h person could have a new 
one, but thc remedy is much simpler.' 
Fountain pens arc cheap enough nowa- 
days to allow every Business mun and 
woman to own one, but if, jtbat is not 
possible a pocket penholder is certainly 
within the incaus of all. Blotting pa- 
per, too, on public desks bears its own 
evidence of soiling many hands, and 
from its absorbing nature it is especial- 
ly congenial to germ elements. 


As for public combs and brushes, the 


danger Is too evident and disgusting to 
need advice against their use, and the 
same applies to public towels—a public 
convenience, perhaps, but a common 
source even today of the itch or worse 
diseases. 
To wipe the hands upou 


them Is bad enough, but to wipe the 
face and eyes is courting serious trou- 
ble. 


Common drinking cups may be a 


source of Infection as well as of a cool- 
ing or exhilarating draft, as the caso 
may be, and this applies just as much 
If not more so to communion cups used, 
It is true. In a holy cause, but none the 
less likely to serve a most wicked pur- 
pose. Iu fact, any article touched by 
the lips or hands that passes from one 
person to another may convey conta- 
gious virus or Infectious germs. Noi- 
ls it necessary to even, touch such< arti- 
cles. 


Library books are no doubt often cou- 


veyers of disease, aud although libra- 
rians have been frequently urged by 
sanitarians to adopt some method of 
disinfecting books few if any have 
seen tit to do so, all hough there Is a 
cheap, harmless and efficacious method 
of so doing by formaldehyde. 


Even articles that are In a sense pri- 


vate property arc possible factors In 
disease causation. Postage stamps, for 
example, and other gummed articles, 
notably the flap of an envelope, are 
fertile fields for the growth of germs 
that may be blown or otherwise im- 
planted upon the gummed surface, the 
danger being Increased from thc liabil- 
ity that the tongue may be cut by the 
paper edge in moistening them. The 
person who uses his tongue to moisten 
stamps and the like may be Infected or 
inoculated as effectually as If the poi- 
son were injected. 


The time will como when tbe individ- 


ual will have his individual' objects of 
dally use. Even in tho household it is 
wise to have one's own towel, soap, 
sponge and the like for the toilet. Sure- 
ly every one nowadays bos his or her 
own toothbrush "and comb and brush. 
At the table the fad of having individ- 
ual cups and saucers and other ware 
Is a sensible one, though not a neces- 
sary one in most cases, but if there Is 
any person in the family affected with 
disease, especially consumption and the 
like, It Is absolutely necessary that that 
person have his or her own dishes of 


— such a distinctive pattern that they 


cannot bo mistaken. 


Iyj?|!ffci8sirig has been a much discussed 


question, and while.sentiment defends 
the practice hygiene is in favor of abol- 
ishing It, at least as a mark 'of public 
affection. 
Many an infant who has 


been given a kiss of affection has la 
reality been, given the kiss of death, 
and in adult life serious diseases if not 
fatal ones have been transmitted by 
the kiss of one supposed to be pure, yet 
saturated with disease. Doubtless the 
crusade against kissing has been car- 
ried to an absurdity, but promiscuous 
kissing, aside fr,om Its indelicacy, is 
dangerous.»' " 


The food that we eat may be a cause 


of Infectlqn. Avoid a filthy provision, 
store as you would the plague. Meat 
that is mauled yre$&"dirty block,.han- 
dled with dirty hands and cut with a 
Boiled and rusty knife may bo harm- 
less, but the percentage of danger in it 
Is far greater than In that sold under 
more inviting circumstances. So with 
bread, cake and the like. Dirty sur- 
roundings mean germ danger.—Indian- 
apolis Journal.

buttouhole and that the lattw was in- 
| vented m order that the button might be 
of service to mankind. It should be clear 
' to everybody that had it not been for tbe 
' button the buttouhole never would bftve 


been tbougbi of. 
Its existence neces- 


1 surily presupposed the existence of the 


button. 


The lawyer for the oilier side was 


equally positive iu tbe stuud be bud been 
employed to take. He averred that tb« 
buttonhole preceded the buttou; that, in 
fact, the button was merely an after- 
thought, lie said that, as every one knew, 
the buttonhole cuu be employed without 
the button, as witness Farmer Jones, 
who invariably uses a nail or sliver of 
wood in«tead of tbe conveutional button, 
whereas it was impossible to make an 
effective use of tbe button without the 
aid auil assistance of tbe buttonhole. 
Hence it was shown beyond peradvouture 
that the buttonhole was of greoter ini- 
portauce than tSe button, aud it was nat- 
ural to infer that tbe buttonhole wus iirst 
indented and that tbe button canie later 
simply as an ornament or at best as an 
improvement upon the nail, sliver or otj»- 
er instrumentality wherewith the button- 
hole was made to peiforin Its duty. To 
Ehow the relative value of the buttonbole 
nutl tbe button, be said, take this simple 
example: Wbeu a button comes off, the

thoroughly rinsed in running water aft- 
er they have been washed with soap. 
The hands, Indeed, should never be 
washed in still water. This practice, 
so common as to bc almost universal, 
is chiefly responsible for the roughen- 
ing of the hands and for producing the 
uncomfortable so called "chapped" con- 
dition of these useful members, a con- 
dition directly resultant fromvthe alkali 
remaining in the water from the boap. 
To prevent this the hand washing 
should be accomplished under a run- 
ning faucet, which is also, like the rain 
or shower bath, uiU"h more wholesome 
an well as more tidy than any other 
plan.

that It would be a service to mantotl 
If plumbers could be induced to omit 
the plugs from washbowls, a procedure 
not likely to be accomplished at tbe 
present stage of popular education.

"If you don't believe tbat is true, you 


try and furnish fresh eggs to the New 
Yorkers who are just yearning for them, 
us 1 have done, and sec it' tbe yeamcrs 
are willing to pay you a pi ice that will | 
enable you to buy your daily bread, to ' 
t>ay nothing of the butter. 
You all like 


fresh eggs, of course, and perhaps you 
will pay !i half way decent piice for 
them for a short time during tho win- 
ter, but what about the rest o£ the year? 


"Have you ever stopped to think that 


the man who is able to supply you with 
/iCbb eggs during tbe winter has had to 
spend a great deal of tivu» in studying up 
that particular subject? Are you aware 
that he has beeu obliged to breed a lot 
ot hens during the spring, and early sum- 
mer and tbat he has bud to feed and care 
for them for six months without getting 
one cent in return? 
Have you stored 


to think that he must carry a stock 
throughout the year in order to have the 
fowls laj-ing when, you want eggs, and 
he mubt bouse his fowls in warm and 
expensively built coops? And, above all 
el.se, understand when I say a fresh egg 
I mean an egg that is no more than a 
day old when it is served to you. 


"IIo\v many times have you eaten au 


ogg hero that was not more than a day 
old? Why. there ure people in {lie coun- 
tiy wbo make a specialty of sending 
into New York what they consider frct,h 
eggs, which are anywhere from three 
days to three weeks old. 


"I think you ought xo understand that 


thc eggs sold iu Xew York ns 'strictly 
fresh' are any o!d age. 
The farmer's 


wife wives them until she has a goodly 
number to sell at tho local grocery or to 
make a fair showing when the egg col- 
lector comes around, for there are men 
•who make a business of gathering eggs. 
They have routes laid out through cer- 
tain territory, and they traverse them 
once every two weeks. Thus, as yon can 
see, tho eggs are at least two weeks old 
on tho averag'1 before they get into tho 
bauds of tho collector. 


"Thc collector KocpT thorn in a cellar 


until be gets enough together to justify 
him in making a shipment to the city, 
which inav be anywhere from one tu 
three weeks, depending on the time of 
year. Then when the commission inna 
receives them here he keeps them n tt>,v 
days until they arc sold, no that your 
fresh eggs come dangerously near to be- 
ing a month old. Tint's why I can un- 
derstand tbat the egg denier—and ho 
happens to bo one of the biggest men in 
bis line iu the town—said he considered 
every egg fresh that didu't batch while 
In transit 1o tho city.

New York doesn't want fresh eggs at a 
fresh egg price, if it wants them at all. 
shipped eggs into the city that weie noi 
more than three hours old when they 
were placed in the hands of the consumer 
here.

A Qnomtlon Which Will Come Up O» 


KxplrHtlou ot tienrj- Act. 


"The labor question is the serious 


problem which is coul'routliijc the Ha 
wailau sugar planters at the preseut 
time," said Civil Service Commissioner 
A. W. Kqdeuberg, who arrived In 
Washington recently after au extended 
trip In tbe Islands for the purpose oi 
putting the civil service law into opera 
tlon there. 


"TKe proper kind of labor Is scarce 


already, and future agricultural devel- 
opments will be greatly retarded tmk'&s 
some provlblou Is nuidc to supply this 
clement iu the community. The Chi- 
nese are the ideal sutfur plantation 
workers. They uru better workers tliuu 
either the Japanese or Portuguese, and, 
besides, they give no trouble. They are 
quiet and always live up to tlu'lr con- 
tracts. 
Since the islands v<;re ai. 


uexcd, however, no more Chi'iameu 
can be secured, and sugar planters are 
deeply Interested In this question. 


"I am Informed tbut a stroug effort 


will be made by Hawalians at tbe next 
session of congress, when legislation 
on tho Chinese question will be made 
necessary by tlie expiration of tbe 
Geary :ict, to have a clause in the new 
law pnnidlng thnt Chinamen may be 
brought fivui China to tbe Hawaiian 
Islands under contract to do purely 
agricultural work for a pcrloil not to 
exceed ten years, when they will bo do- 
ported, 
ruder the terms of KUch a 


provision it Is believed that no con- 
flict Mould be precipitated with organ- 
ized labor, as the law would provide 
thnt the Chinamen should do nothing 
but agricultural work, and this class of 
work in IIawn.il white men cannot do 
ou account of the oliumtic conditions.

Ht&tCb is rapidly approximating that of 
the rural districts.

their places. The incident at the Star 
plant yesterday Is given as an example 
of especial signiiicauce and, to use an 
Amalgamated 
officer's

est weapon in such cases is silence and 
submission until it Is demonstrated 
that the mills cannot be operated suc- 
cessfully without the aid of the skilled 
men uow on strike.

hopeless task Iu some localities of our 
btule, as they do uot always breed. 
They live iu the Hold, and it is there you 
may expect to find the nest If. ouo is to 
bo found. It will be built ou tho ground, 
and there* will not bo tt straw or slick or 
cord Iu the home. It will bo just a hole 
Iu tbe ground, for this bird Is. above ull 
filings, lazy, and if there is uuy matoiial 
-Iher than the bare earth near the homo 
it will be becaiif.e the wind blew It there 
or because It grew there.
